I would like to clarify some of the

Dood Listing’, which appeared in 
The Beacon of Feb. 6, 1963. The is- 
Sue of using dubious means in ob- 
‘taining Student Tax Funds presents 
an unfair attack on both of the or- 
ganizations involved. 

Paradigm is the campus literary 
organization, which resulted from 
a merger between Seroll and Ora- 
cle. (A merger, in fact, suggested 
last spring by a committee which 
revised the Student Tax structure. ) 
A new constitution was drafted, in- 
troduced into the Student Senate, 
and approved by that body, In in- 
troducing the constitution, due to 
a technical oversight, the organiza- 
tion failed to request eligibility for 
Student Tax Funds.. 

Since it was in the middle of the 
semester, after tax allotments had 
been made, it was suggested that 
Paradigm receive the funds previ- 
ously allotted to Scroll and Oracle. 
The earlier mentioned : 
however, prevented the organiza- 
tion from being eligible for these 
funds, and during the fall semes- 
ter, it received no funds whatso- 
ever. : 

‘At the beginning of this semes- 
ter, in accordance with the proce- 
dure outlined by the constitulon of 
the Student Senate Tax Committee, 
Paradigm submitted a budget re- 
quest. The Senate Tax Committee 
then made an allotment to the or- 
eanization, pending the approval of 
the Student Senate. At the Senate 
meeting on Feb. 4, 1963, the Senate 
gave its approval. Until that time, 
Paradigm was not eligible to re- 
‘ceive funds, and did not receive 
them. In the future, Paradigm will

Since the verbal duel between 
Thomas Henry Huxley and Matthew 
Arnold in the early 1880's, there 
have been repeated flare-ups of the 
science versus culture battle. Some} 
of the early issues, stich as the nec- 
essity for mastery of Greek and 
Latin, are no longer of primary con- 
cern. Only the best educated lead- 
ers in government or business can 
distinguish the dative from. the gen- 
itive or, indeed, recall who 
teacher and who was pupil: Plato. 
or Socrates. However dead the or- 
iginal issues of natural science op- 
Pp 1 to classical education appear 
to be, the basic charge of a narrow 
and materialistic discipline is still 
leveled at our engineering and 
{echnical schools today. 

The too-frequent defense to this 
charge is the plea of lack of time 
The number of hours required for 
mastery of any technical field has 
steadily increased in recent years 
Programs which could be 
finished in four years now require 
an extra semester or more. Rapid 
scientific progress, such as that in- 
itiated_by the splitting of the atom, 
nas increased the basic areas of 
scientific knowledge that should be 
a part of every engineer's training, 
For example, quantum mechanics 
is opening doors in almost all spec- 
jalized engineering fields from 
metallurgy to electronics. Without 
the tools of basic chemistry and 
vhysics, an engineer becomes mere 
ly a handbook technician, Truly- 
there is not even time to learn the 
basic sciences, let alone investigate 
philosophy and the humanities. 
Another quick bul simllow de- 
fense is found by belittling the im- 
portance of the classics. This line 
of denial is hardly worth noting 
either, since scientific educators 
themselves will not give it cred- 
ence, The insights of Dante or the 
wisdom of Spinoza cannot be easily 
brushed aside 

Culture should be and generally 
is postulated as one of the prime 
requirements of an educated man. 
Certainly, the study of the humani- 
ties must be recognized as the most 
direct route to cultural attainment. 
Again, if we accept culture a5 a pre- 
requisite, then lack of time is an 
unsatisfactory excuse. 

The need for cultural awareness 
in men of science is more apparent 
now than ever before. Even though 
somewhat unwilling, the engineer 
or scientist fs assuming leadership 
in our world today.

Commenting on the department, 
Muhphy said, “Dr. Martin, the 
chairman, has fold me that the aim

“By ‘rigor and depth’ he implies 
a knowledge of the history of phil- 
psophy, without which one can't 
contemporary moye- 
ments of thought.
